Specification 

The amendment to the specification, more specifically the addition of reference to 
Figure 3 on page 10, is accepted. 

Amendment 

The cancellation of claims 2-6 and the amendment made to claim 1 is accepted. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , page 5, line 2, the phrase "in order that it may conform to the 
dimensions of the particular picture frame it is being used to cover such that..." is 
changed to "wherein it conforms to the dimensions of the particular picture frame it is 
being used to cover wherein..." 
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Also in claim 1, page 5, line 12, the phrase "such that the backlighting bulb may 
be selectively activated so that the picture within the frame is viewable through the front 
panel", is changed to "wherein the backlighting bulb is selectively activated making the 
picture within the frame viewable through the front panel." 

In claim 7, page 6, line 12, the phrase "icture frame" is changed to "picture 

frame". 

Also in claim 7, page 6, Iine20, the phrase "so that the rear edging disengages" is 
changed to "making the rear edging disengage". 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 7-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. In terms of claim 1 , it was previously stated in the first office action that claim 6 
would be allowable if it was rewritten in independent form incorporating all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claim. Amended claim 1 includes all 
the limitations of the original claim 1 and all further limitations addressed in the original 
claims 2-6. Therefore the amended independent claim 1 is allowable. 

4. In terms of independent claim 7, previously stated to be allowable in the first 
office action, is still deemed allowable because prior art found may teach a picture 
frame with a front, a rear, sides and a window defined by a border, and a cover 
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consisting of a front panel, side panels secured by stretchable rear edging that forms a 
rear border, spans the front of the picture and is adorned with a bow, but none of the 
prior art teaches the method to which this cover or wrapping is removed or to how it is to 
be stored. Therefore claim 7, and it's dependent claims 8-11 are allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
